This is in response to your letter dated February 5, 
2002, to the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
(ATF) on behalf of your constituent, Mr. Marvin R. 
Foster. Mr, Foster has requested your assistance in 
obtaining restoration of his Federal firearms 
privileges . 

Under the provisions of the Gun Control ftjbt of 1968 
(GCA) , convicted felons and certain other persons are 
prohibited from possessing firearms . (See 18 U. S . C. 
§ 922(g) O' The GCA, however, provides the Secretary 
of the Treasury with the authority to grant relief 
from this disability where the Secretary determines 
that the person is not likely to act in a manner 
dangerous to the public safety. (See 18 U.S.C. 
§ 925(c).) The Secretary delegated this authority to 
ATF. 

Since October 1992, ATF's annual appropriation has 
prohibited the expending of any funds to investigate 
or act upon applications for relief from Federal 
firearms disabilities. This restriction is located in 
Pub. L. No. 107-67, 115 Stat. 514, which contains ATF 
appropriations for fiscal year 2002. As long as this 
provision is included in current ATF appropriations, 
the Bureau cannot act upon applications for restor- 
ation of Federal firearms privileges submitted by 
individuals .

Dear Congressman Wexler: 

This responds to your letter of April 17, 2002, with enclosures, concerning the pardon 
application filed by your constituent, Marvin Robert Foster. Your letter and enclosures have 
been made a part of his clemency file. 

Mr. Foster's application for pardon is under consideration. As we noted in our March 28, 
2002, letter to your Boca Raton office, we have been in contact with Mr. Foster. The processing 
time for a pardon application can be lengthy, and we can give no assurance that final action will 
be taken by the President within a particular time frame. Accordingly, we are unable to advise 
you when Mr. Foster may expect a decision on his application. He will be notified promptly, 
however, when a final decision is made.
